Whenev er it is time again to think abou t 
the Declaration of Independence, a secondary 
thou ght intru des itself. 
Are the im portant docu ments of the fu tu re 
going to be handled better than they were 
bandied in the past? 
Today , what happened to the Declaration 
of Independence cou ld not happen becau se now 
they preserv e all docu ments carefu lly 
in 
a 
separate departm ent of archiv es. For 
more 
than a centu ry , the Declaration was shu ffled in 
and ou t of draw ers, pigeonholes and box es u n­ 
til by 1894 it was so faded and dog-eared it 
was almost worthless. 
Beginning that y ear, both the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitu tion were giv en 
specal care. Today , they are ex hbited in cases 
lilied with inert gas, and the cases are lowered 
into v au lts each night. Bu t there still is that 
Qu estion abou t im portant docu ments 
of the 
fu tu re. 
When the tim e comes to look at historic 
docu m ents from the 20th centu ry du ring and 
after the 21st centu ry , will any one know where 
to find them among the millions of scraps of 
paper now filed away conscientiou sly each y ear 
in the federal archiv es?

This accou nts for the oddity of tax -redu ction 
talk when ou tgo is still ru nning ahead of in­ 
come. It accou nts for the oddity of congressmen 
who can v ote with a clear conscience for higher 
ex penditu res and lower tax es when the gov ern­ 
m ent already is ru nning a deficit. 
There lately has been a growng belief in 
m any parts of the cou ntry that farm ers, for 
ex ample, are no longer su ckers for the trad- 
tional political m alarkey of promising them the 
moon in retu rn for their v ote. The idea behind 
this is that farm ers, being responsible citizens 
of the repu blic, cannot be bou ght and sold by 
farm-bloc politicos that easily . 
It is dou btfu l if the tax -bloc politicos can bu y 
fav or that easily , either. Tax pay ers as a ru le 
want to be su re they are helping their gov ern­ 
ment make ends meet. They hav e a sense of 
responsibility for its welfare that cannot safely 
be disregarded by the:r representativ es and 
senators in Congress.

Shape Of The Bargain 
One key qu estion still has no answer at the 
close of the United States Steel-United Steel 
Workers negotiations that hav e produ ced the 
bargaining pattern for the basic steel indu stry . 
Will the additional cost of carry ing ou t the 
new contract distu rb the recent slight improv e­ 
ment in demand for steel? Will the indu stry ’s 
pr;ce adju stm ent to offset its cost adju stment 
hu rt bu siness? 
The bargainers mu st take a chance on that 
possibility . 
This key negotiation was carried on in the 
new atmosphere of free bargaining created 
by 
the Eisenhower administration. Management ne­ 
gotiators met with u nion negotiators on a equ al 
footing. The federal gov ernment made no a t­ 
tem pt to tell either side A’hat it had to do. 
The u nion, u nder these circu mstances, was 
free to do what u nions alway s hav e done—ask 
for more than it ex pected to get in the hope 
of getting most of what it wanted. Manage­ 
m ent was free to offer less than it ex pected 
to settle for in the hope of settling for what it 
thou ght it cou ld afford. 
That is the way it was done. That is free 
collectiv e bargaining. 
No inflamm atory statem ents were issu ed. No 
insu lts were traded. The politicians stay ed their 
distance. No impossible conditions were imposed 
by gov ernment, su ch as the no-price-increase 
edict that cau sed a deadlock, gov ernment seiz­ 
u re of the steel indu stry and an eightheek 
Steel strike in 1952. 
The shape of the bargain made in Big Steel 
is the approx im ate shape of tile bargain in the 
entire indu stry ; that is the way it is done. 
And since it has been done two y ears in a row 
tins way withou t angry recriminations in the 
process it mu st be conceded that something 
besides arithm etic is going into these agree­ 
m ents—something called mu tu al respect which 
u sed to be conspicu ou sly absent when collectiv e 
bargaining so frequ ently tu rned into a name­ 
calling contest. 


There is ev ery reason to accept 
the words as a new “ Washington 
C harter’’ and as an inspiring step 
along the difficu lt road of present- 
day relations between allies.

The 
Eisenhower

hav e to make a decision someday .

The problem that faces Malone’s 
committee is: Precisely what is 
the situ ation of the United States 
with regard to minerals, metals 
and other strategic m aterials. 
This committee has produ ced a 
tremendou s v olu me of teeanical 
data, difficu lt to read at times bu t 
all of it ex tremely important 
The assu mption has heretofore 
been that the United States was 
short of certain strategic m aterials 
which cou ld only be made av ail­ 
able by ov erseas commerce which 
cou ld be shu t down swiftly in the 
ev ent of war. 


FOR INSTANCE, tin and ru bber 
from Malay a might be withheld 
from u s shou ld Red China come 
into possession of that cou ntry . 
According to the Malone report, 
7 7 minerals and m aterials, inclu d­ 
ed in this report, are v ital to the 
maintenance of the American econ­ 
omy and its prowess as a military 
force. It lay s down this finding 
absolu tely : 
“The Western Hemisphere will 
be the only depen: able sou rce of 
the critical raw m aterials in the 
ev ent of an all-ou t world war. 
“The deliv ery of any su ch crit­ 
ical m aterials to this nation across 
a m ajor ocean du ring su ch a con­ 
flict will be 
highly 
‘problemat­ 
ical’.” 
This position is u nqu estionable in 
the natu re of modern warfare. The 
oceans can be closed t own u ntil 
one power or tile other gains a total 
v ictory . The schnorkel su bmarine,

lanes of traffic u nsu itable in war. 
The Pacific Ocean was u nsafe 
for the transportation of su pplies of 
ru bber and tin du ring World War 
II, with the resu lt that the United 
Slates was forced to dev elop a 
sy nthetic ru bber indu stry based on 
the Baru ch Report. 
It will be forgotten, of cou rse, 
how Fiorello La Gu ardia desper­ 
ately collected tin cans in the hope 
of meeting the tin crisis, cans 
waich ev entu ally helped to fill the 
Jersey meadows. 


THE HOPE of meeting fu tu re 
crises is in a hemispheric cu ltiv a­ 
tion of mineral produ ction and the 
means for the transportation of 
minerals and their produ cts with­ 
ou t the perils of the seas. 
The “Eu rope F irst” attitu de of 
the State Departm ent resu lted not 
only in the loss of China bu t also 
in the partial abandonment of the 
Latin American cou ntries. T h i s 
committee lay s emphasis on the 
importance of regarding the West­ 
ern Hemisphere and cu ltiv ating its 
economy as a u nit. It say s: 
“ It is imperativ e to the secu rity 
of this nation and to the nations 
of toe Western Hemisphere that 
they foster the greatest m easu re of 
self-su fficiency in the produ ction of 
the critical materials. 
“ It is v ital to ou r domestic wel­ 
fare, economy and st pu rity that 
max imu m economic produ ction be 
maintained within ou r borders. 
“The Western Hemisphere can 
be defended. 
“The Western Hemisphere can 
be made self-su fficient in the pro­ 
du ction of the critical m aterials 


iv hich are essential in w ar and in 
peace.” 


IN TIME OF WAR, there will 
be 
no 
alternativ e 
to 
self-su f­ 
ficiency . Once the oceans are clos- 
i ed down to commerce, we shall 
hav e to ex ist on what we hav e 
within ou r own bou ndaries or what 
we hav e stockpiled or what we can 
bring to ou r smelters and mills 
from within the Western Hemis­ 
phere. 
Mu ch of ou r thinking on this su b­ 
ject has been based on the as­ 
su mption that many strategic min­ 
erals and m aterials were av ailable 
only in Eu rope, Asia or Africa. 
It is like that famou s speech on 
“acres of ciamonds” : We seek all 
ov er the world for what can be 
fou nd in ou r back-y ard. The com­ 
m ittee fou nd: 
“Du ring the last two decades 
established” procu rement practices 
hav e dangerou sly increased ou r 
dependence u pon nations across 
m ajor oceans for the critical m a­ 
terials withou t which this nation 
cannot su rv iv e. 
‘ Ev idence is conclu siv e that we 
hav e become dependent u pon ov er* 
seas su ppliers across su ch major 
oceans for many of su ch critical 
m aterials. We mu st av oid depend­ 
ence u pon an ov erseas su pplier to 
the ex tent that he cou ld * u ddenly 
render u s impotent by withdraw­ 
ing su pplies of critical m aterials 
du ring a world conflict, or cou ld 
u se su ch dependence as a political 
or economic bargaining lev er.” 
The su pply of minerals and es­ 
sential m aterials is the first task 
of war preparedness in this age. 


Frying Pan Project

GRANBY, Colo. 
All Colorado is div ided into at 
least two parts by great mou ntain 
ranges. Its people at the moment 
also are div ided by a controv ersy 
of v ery seriou s proportions. It con­ 
cerns water — a m atter of life or 
death ou t here. 
At present the major sou rce cf 
this controv ersy centers 
u po n 
what is known as the Frv ingpan- 
Arkansas transm ou ntain div ersion 
project. 
This project is now before Con­ 
gress for au thorization. It has the 
blessing of the administration. It 
has been approv ed by the Hou se 
committee. 
It 
may 
pass 
both 
Hou ses this session. 
Briefly , the project wTou ld 
in­ 
v olv e bu ilding a series of chan­ 
nels and tu nnels high 
on 
the 
west slope of the Rockies, which 
wou ld collect water from the head­ 
waters of the Fry ingpan, a tribu ­ 
tary of the Roaring Fork, which 
flows into the Colorado at Glen­ 
wood Springs. 


THE DIVERTED w ater wou ld 
be 
po u r e d into the 
Arkansas 
near Leadv ille and 
wou ld 
pass 
throu gh v ariou s power dam s and 
into mu nicipal wa t e r reserv oirs 
and irrigation projects down the 
riv er. 
In the hearings in 1953 there 
appeared 
a 
rem arkably 
w e l l ­ 
informed witness against the pro­ 
ject, John B. Barnard, an attor­ 
ney in Granby . He appeared as 
the representativ e of p r o p e r t y 
owners and water u sers directly 
concerned on the western slope. 


FOR MANY YEARS Barnard’s 
practce has been 
in 
reclam a­ 
tion m atters, and his argu ments 
before the committee prov ed him 
to be one of the few Americans 
ou tside the 
gov ernment who 
is 
thorou ghly conv ersant with recla­ 
mation and its implicatio ns. 


I made it a point on this ex pedi­ 
tion among a nu mber of reclam a­ 
tion projects in the West to talk 
with him 
abou t 
the 
Fry ingpan 
m atter and 
its 
broader 
conse­ 
qu ences. 
Barnard’s major contentions con­ 
cerning the Fry ingpan project are 
That it 
ignores 
the fu tu re 
de­ 
mands of a potentially great in- 
du stral dev elopment in Western 
Colorado, 
That this project, with others 
of which it is the foreru nner, wou ld 
deplete the 
su pply of water 
to 
which the west slope is entitled. 
That it wou ld su pply water to 
the Arkansas Riv er which t h a t 
riv er, if properly regu lated, cou ld 
su pply for itself. 
And, if I u nderstand him correct­ 
ly , the su bsidy which it wou ld su p­ 
ply to the lands irrigated in the 
Arkansas Valley wou ld be u nrea­ 
sonable and u nfair 
to 
the 
tax ­ 
pay ers of the nation. 


THE RICHEST and most ex ten­ 
siv e oil shale deposits in the United 
States are in Colorado, and at a 
point near Rifle 
a 
gov ernment 
pilot plant has been operating for 
some time. 
The U.S Bu reau of Mines esti­ 
mates that 100,000,000 barrels of 
shale oil can be produ ced from 
each squ are mile of the 
richer 
parts of the deposits, 
and that 
there are altogether 2.500 squ are 
miles in the 
shale 
area. 
That 
means possible mining operations 
for hu ndreds of y ears. 
It therefore becomes a m atter of 
national importance whether su ch 
an indu strial dev elopment shou ld 
be endangered by a shortage of 
water, which wou ld be placed at 
great cost on agricu ltu ral land, 
raising csops which will probably 
not be needed. 


The indu strial possibilities of this 
•hou ld be obv iou s.
